Council delays development

The West Valley Airport Land Use 
Commission took the Upland City 
Council by surprise Monday just as 
the council was preparing to give 
final approval for a planned 
residential development adjacent to 
Cable Airport. 

The commission, which has 
previously shown no interest in 
development around Cable Airport, 
asked the council to defer action on 


the development for 30 days to allow 
the commission time to review the 
proposal ‘and make 
recommendation. 

The council reluctantly approved 
the delay after advice from City 
Attorney Donald Maroney that the 
Airport Commission has the right to 
study the plan and make 
recommendations. 

Councilwoman Ina Petokas voiced 
““strong objections’’ to the

commission’s methods noting, ‘‘It is 
not very helpful of the commission 
to come in at this late date.” 

Development of the 19-acre parcel 
has been a continuing probelm for 
the city over the last two years and 
as far back as six or eight years, she 
noted. 

The council was studying final 
plans Monday night for clustered 
single-family homes in a plan which 
would leave an emergency clear 
space on alignment with the end of 
the Cable Airport flight approach. 

Leon Keding, assistant director 
of the Airport Commission, said 
action had not been taken on the 
development earlier because the 
commission had not been aware of 
the proposal. The commission took 
action Monday because of concern 
expressed by Dewey Cable, Keding 
added. 

Cable has appeared before the 
council repeatedly to protest 
development near the airport and 
warn the council about hazards 
caused by buildings projecting into 
the flight plan. 

Keding said the commission was 
established by the state to review 
projects adjacent to airports to 
“assure compatibility of uses and 
eliminate conflict.’’ 

The council approved the 30-day 
delay with the provision that the 
council expects the commission’s 
recommendation promptly at the 
end of the period. 

The council’s action in delaying 
consideration of the development 
came after hearing developer Paul 
Nordberg say the delay would 
jeopardize financing and hearing 
Maroney say. the council really had 
no alternative but to grant the 
commission’s request for a delay. 

Also Monday night the council 
formalized a contract with C.V. 
Disposal Co. of Santa Fe Springs to 
take over collection of refuse in the 
city of Upland. 

C.V. Disposal is slated to begin 
collection May 3. The transition is 
expected to occur in a “speedy and 
trouble-free manner”’ with residents 
noticing ‘‘little or no change,” 
according to a city staff report. 

City Manger Lee Travers said 
present plans are to lease the city’s 
disposal site to C.V. Disposal so the 
site will be filled as soon as possible

and converted to recreational uses. 

Travers noted the site is costly to 
operate, but the disposal firm will 
save on transportation costs since 
the dump site is in the city. 


Under the contract, C.V. Disposal 
will receive 80 per cent of the rate 
the city collects for refuse disposal 
and has agreed not to raise rates for 
at least two years. 


The city will continue to bill 
residents and businesses for the 
disposal services and will handle the 
majority of the service requests and 
complaints, according to the staff 
report. Street sweeping will be 
handled by the Street Division 
rather than Sanitation Division as in 
the past. 


The city and the private disposal 
firm are working together to 
facilitate employment of Upland’s 
previous sanitation employes. 


Council members have noted the 
city’s reason for changing to private 
disposal service is economic and 
does not reflect on the quality of 
service provided by Upland’s 
sanitation employes. 


The private contract is for a 
period of five years with the same 
standards of collection and disposal 
as under city collection. The main 
change visible to residents will be 
the use of one-employe trucks.

Experiences: Special Olympics focus 


Six Upland residents earned first- 
place awards at the areawide 
Special Olympics held recently at 
Chaffey College. Hundreds of 
participants and spectators 
gathered for the events which 
included 50-year dash, standing long 
jump and softball throw. 

The 386 West End students who 
competed in the first day of 
competition will compete again 
Friday with about 50 chosen to 
represent the West End in the 
statewide meet June 25-27 at the 
University of California, Los 
Angeles (UCLA). 


First-place awards were 
presented to Julie Christianson, 
standing long jump; Tina Cole, stan- 
ding long jump; and Tim Sherwood, 
50-yard dash, all students at Italo 
Bernt School, Ontario. 

Other first-place award winners 
include J.D. Spinella, 50-yard dash; 
Jerry Stewart, softball throw; and 
Vikki Brown 50-yard dash, all stu- 
dent at East Avenue School, Etiwan- 
da. 

Coaches will choose 
representatives for the statewide 
meet on the basis of ‘‘who really 
needs the social experience’ of 
attending the event, according to 
Nancy Eldridge, director of the 
Social Functioning Awareness 
section of the San Bernardino 
County Council of Community 
Services Inc. 

She said experiences rather than 
compeititon is the main focus of the 
Special Olympics. Participants 
learn how to act in a group and care 
for themselves during the two days 
they live in a dormitory away from 
home. :

increase. students’ self-confidence 
and self-image. 


Increased confidence can be 
transferred from the sports setting 
back to the school setting where 
students may have had little 
experience with success, she added. 

The Special Olympics also have 
been important in raising people’s 
awareness about the needs and 
abilities of mentally retarded 
people, Ms. Eldridge commented. 


Before the Special Olympics 
started in 1968, few people were 
aware of the number of retarded 
people living in the community and 
attending public schools, she added. 

More than 600,000 athletes 
competed during the 1975 Speciai 
Olympics, Ms. Eldridge said and

noted this year’s goal of one million 
participants ‘is only a drop in the 
bucket” of the six million mentally 
retarded people in the United 
States. 

In addition to the standing long 
jump, 50-yard dash and softball 
throw, the Special Olympics will 
include competition in the high 
jump, 220 and 440-yard dashes, and 
gymnastics. 

Other competition includes team 
competition in basketball and floor 
hockey and four swimming events:

Foundation.

os You can call Pam Zmolek a policeperson if you like, 
‘But it’s not the way she thinks of herself. 
“Pm a peace officer — a policeman,” she says. “Tma 


the 1969 graduate of Chaffey High Schoo! in Ontario is 
now a full-fledged law enforcement officer on the 
campus of California State College, San Bernardino. 

As such. she has all kinds of good fellings about peonle 
but make no mistake about it, she is there to enforce the 
law. 

A description of this cop could include: gentle, both in 
appearance and manner, a happy disposition and a 
pleasant, melodic voice. 

But Policeman Zmolek demands respect and gets it. 

She finds the job exciting and challenging. “Something 
different is happening every moment.” 

Service is a part of the job which appeals to her very 
much. 

‘‘While the job involves apprehending and dealing with 
people negatively a lot of times,’ she says, “there are 
also opportunities to help.” 

The events leading to Officer Zmolek’s present 
position might well be included in a guide on how to 
succeed in your chosen profession. 

She can’t remember just when she first decided to 
become a police officer. . . it was something she always 
wanted, she says. 

When she was a student at Chaffey College, she took 
the first step toward her goal. She began getting into 
shape physically in order to meet the job requirments. 

Step two was enrolling, in January, 1972, at Cal State, 
San Bernardino, as a sociology major, with emphasis on 
criminal justice. The latter was a brand new program at 
the college then and has since expanded to become one of 
the most popular of the college’s offerings. 

Step three was a surprise and came quickly. One of her 
first classes that winter was ‘‘Introduction to Criminal 
Justice,”’ taught by Dr. Donald B. Lindsey, coordinator 
of the criminal justice program. 

On the first or second day, as she recalls, Dr. Lindsey 
announced an opening on campus for a police radio 
dispatcher. 

As soon as the class session was over, she rushed to 
apply but was told that the job was filled. 

She asked if she could show up for an hour or two each 
day just to help out wherever she was needed. The offer 
was accepted and Miss Zmolek worked for four months 
as a volunteer. 

At the end of that time, another opening occurred. She 
got the job and began working 30 hours a week as radio 
dispatcher while keeping up with her class. 

Steps four and five came over the next three years — a 
full-time job as parking officer and then last October, a 


Important adjunct to these career steps was the 
completion of sociology and criminal justice courses 
which led to a bachelor of arts degree from Cal State in 
1974. 

As part of a sociology internship, Miss Zmolek worked 
for the San Bernardino Count probation department and 
was assigned five persons arrested on drug charges. 

She became aware of the seriousness of the problem 
for drug users and also for alcohol users of all ages. The 
latter, she feels, is more serious than drugs. 

Her training at the San Bernardino Sheriff’s Academy 
in Glen Helen qualifies her as law enforcement officer. 
Like other State University and College peace officers, 
she is armed and trained in the use of her weapon. 

The only woman officer on campus, she is given no 
special consideration and is assumed to be as capable as 
the men in dealing with any situation that could arise. 

Her sex is not a disadvantage, she believes, and in a 
rare instance can be an advantage. When she stops a car 
for a traffic violation, she is addressed as “‘officer’’ or 
“‘ma’am.” 

Like teachers, police officers have homework. Officer 
Zmolek works out every day to keep in top physical form 
and keep current with the laws. 

This quarter she will assist in teaching a one-day 
extension course on self-defense techniques for women 
on this coming Saturday. 

Miss Zmolek is the daughter of Herman and Patricia 
Zmolek, who live in Upland. They moved there from 
Ontario a year ago. 

As a senior at Chaffey High School, Miss Zrnolek was 
student body parliamentarian and Girls’ League 
secretary. She was chosen 1969 YMCA Girl of the Year 
and won a $100 scholarship fopr Tri-Hi-Y activities. 

As a Chaffey College sophomore, she served as ASB 
secretary and was a member of Panther Women. 

“It should be emphasized,”’ she says, with a smile, 
“that panther is the college mascot.’’ 

She is very happy with her present position, but 
somewhere in the future is step six — perhaps as a 
detective in homicide or arson cases. . . perhaps in 
investigative work for the FBI.

Montclair’s 1st mayor tells of city’s birth 


Editor’s note: This article was written by Montclair’s 
(originally Monte Vista) first mayor, James M.. West, in 
1963. It was taken from a collection of stories put out by 
the Montclair Women’s Club called ‘‘Montclair, Past and 
Present.”’ 

THE BIRTH OF A CITY 
By James M. West 

On April 10, 1956, the residents in the Monte Vista 
District voted to incorporate the area as a general law 
city and selected five men to form the first city council. 

After the excitement of the election was over, these 
five men got together at my home and selected me as 
their first chairman. . 

None of us were schooled in the field of city 
government. I was a post control operator and orange 
grower; Paul Frame, a real estate broker and builder; 
Miller Buchanan, a poultryman; Dana Pankey, a 
minister, and Glen Wolfe, the proprietor of an equipment 
sales and rental business. 4 

We were all quite appalled at the task before us, but we 
were determined to do our best in laying the foundation 
for the city’s organization. We had so much to learn in 
such a short period of time. We felt like college freshmen 
cramming for the big test ahead of us. We wanted to do 
as much as possible before the formal certification of the 
city by the state. This gave us just two weeks. 

We had no money, no meeting place, no ordinances, no 
pérsonnel — not even a place to receive mail. The first 
thing I did was go down to the Pomona Post Office and 
rent Post Office Box 887, so the City of Monte Vista could 
receive mail. : ; 

The new council members continued to hold informal 
meetings at my home to study, to review. possible 
candidates for the position of city administrator and city 
attorney and to search for a central location for quarters 
for the city offices. 

We met with a representative of the League of 
California Cities who gave us much valuable 
information. City Manager Harold Martin of Ontario 
gave us copies of municipal codes. Dan Mikesell, 
supervisor for our district and Tony Zenz, administrator 
of the board of supervisors, helped us understand the 
ramifications of contracting with the county for various 
functions such as building ons, law enforcement, 
street maintenance and public health and sanitation. We 
also traveled to other cities and gained background 
knowledge on the ways in which they functioned. 

On April 25, 1956, the State of California certified 
Monte Vista as a general law city. On April 28 the council 
chose Henry Busch to be city attorney. On May 1 they 
determined that the meeting place would be in a building 
at 5326 San Bernardino Ave. owned by Phil Hurst. 

The building had been a meat market at one time but 


was in good condition and had a room large enough for a 
few employes and small council . We set 
Tuesday, May 8, as our first official council meeting date 
with subsequent sessions to be held the first and third 
Monday of each month 


With the help of my son, daughter and wife, I loaded 
our pickup truck with a couple of rattan tables and eight 
chairs from our playhouse and took them over to our new 
city hall to serve as the council table. Tweed Stone, who 
was then mayor of Upland, loaned us some folding chairs 
from his mortuary for the audience and he also appeared 
shortly before the meeting bringing an American flag. 
Mrs. Hazel Cassel, Upland city clerk, offered to record 
the events of the first meeting. The Pomona Chamber of 
Commerce sent a lovely floral arrangement and several 
letters and telegrams were received from neighboring 
cities. 

There were about 70 people present that night to 
witness the birth of our city. Most of them had to stand, 
but they didn’t mind because they realized this was an 
event which very few people have the opportunity to 
experience in a life time. 


I’m sure there was never a new mayor who was any 
more scared than I was on that May 8. However, Henry 
Busch had helped me outline our first agenda. He sat 
right beside me and gave me his kindly assistance 
whenever I needed it. ; 

The council had decided on the man whom they wished 
to appoint ‘as their clerk-administrator — a brilliant 
young Irishman who had been acting as city 
administrator in Tehachapi for 15 months. This was our 
wisest decision, for Larry O’Rourke not only proved to 
be an excellent administrator but also a hard worker who 
was willing to do such menial tasks as painting the floor 
of the city hall (kelly green, of course) and personally 
designing the council table and railing separating the 
office area from the place where the audience sat. In 
addition, he was a patient and thorough teacher of 
government procedures. 

We did a voluminous amount of work that first meeting 
adopting such resolutions as certifying the boundaries of 
the city, adopting seven ordinances as emergency 
measures, setting up a special gas tax fund, imposing 
wholesale and retail sales tax and a use tax. An 
ordinance for a first hearing creating a planning 
commission was also heard. 

Thus, California’s newest city was launched, a city 
which was to grow faster than any other city in San 
Bernardino County, a city which had many growing pains 
but one which, at the age of seven, has become 2 mature, 
well-recognized community, one in which I am proud to 
have had a small part in organizing. f

Watch out 
for iron 
deficiency 


Iron deficiency is the 
most common nutritional 
problem of the American 
infant and toddler, accor- 
ding to the American 
Academy of Pediatrics. 


Contrary to popular opi- 
nion, iron undernutrition 
crosses all socio-economic 
barriers. A study done in 
1971, involving a group of 
upper-middle and lower- 
middle class children 12 to 
23 months of age, showed 
about half of these 
economically favored 
toddlers were iron 
deficient. 


Anemia is a_ late 
manifestation and the fina! 
stage of iron deficiency 
Iron deficiency anemia nor- 
mally occurs after a baby’s 
iron reserves are depleted 
Therefore, it is possible to 
avoid letting your child 
become iron deficient and 
eventually, anemic, by 
making sure he gets 
supplemental iron in hie 
doet. 


Although the prevalencs 
of iron deficiency with 
anemia varies in the United 
States, about half of all in- 
fants over six months seem 
to have milder forms of iron 
deficiency...or deficiency 
without anemia 


The American Medical 
Association Committee on 
Iron Deficiency stated 
‘During infancy, because of 
the rapid rate of growth, 
iron requirements in 
proportion to food intake 
exceed those of any other 
period of live.” 


There is strong evidence 
that iron fortified formulas, 
such as Enfamil, provide 
effective preventative 
treatment against iron 
deficiency, because the iron 
in infant formulas is most 
easily absorbed by infants. 
Obviously, if an infant 
doesn’t absorb iron, his 
body can’t make use of it 
Iron fortified formulas are 
preferred to unmodified 
cow’s milk, which can ac- 
tually contribute to signifi- 
cant intestinal blood loss, 
increasing the infant’s need 
for iron. 


Many of the symptoms of 
iron deficiency are easily 
recognizable 


Sluggishness, irritability, 
diaper rash and diarrhea, 
an increased number of 
respiratory infections or ab- 
normal appetite coupled 
with poor weight gain, are 
symptoms of iron deficien- 
cy. While any of these signs 
alone may not indicate iron 
undernutrition, a pediatri- 
cian should be consulted. 


Dr Sarah Short, 
Associate Professor of 
nutrition at Syracuse 
University, has offered the 
following observations bas- 
ed on several studies she 
has read: 


—Half as many infants 
fed iron fortified formulas 
suffered diaper rash as 
those fed the same formula 
without iron. 


—Diarrhea was less in 
children given food with 
iron. 


—Tests indicate mothers 
of infants given an iron 
supplement had fewer com- 
plaints about their infant’s 
daytime irritability and 
sleep patterns. 

—Poor weight gain has 
been observed in severly 
iron deficient infants, but 
here again, following cor- 
rection of the iron deficien- 
cy with iron supplements, 
accelerated growth occurs. 

Iron deficiency and the 
accompanying problems it 
can create can be avoided 
by keeping your child on 
formula for longer periods 
of time.

Few complaints of new system 





RTD expands service

The Southern California Rapid 
Transit District has received few 
complaints after almost two weeks 
of its bus system expansion in the 
East San Gabriel Valley, according 
to Walt Thompson of the RTD. 

‘“‘We have had some minor 
complaints and some 
commendations about the new 
routes,’ he said in a recent 
interview. ‘“‘We haven't had any 
significant problems.” 

The new system, which the RTD 
calls one of the most ambitious 
transportation programs ever 
undertaken in a single portion of Los 
Angeles County, improved service 
to the East San Gabriel Valley 
communities of Diamond Bar, 
Rowland Heights, Walnut, San 
Dimas and La Verne, and also to 
West End communities through 
park/ride service in Pomona. 

Thompson said it will take about 
six months for the RTD to 
determine the ridership increase in 
the new system. 

‘“‘We expect it to increase 
substantially as it has done in South 
Central Los Angeles and East Los 
Angeles. And we suspect there will 
have to be . . . periodic refinements 
in the system,” he added. 

Recent criticism 

The RTD has been criticized for 
poor service in San Dimas, La 
Verne, Pomona, Claremont, Walnut 
and Diamond Bar. F 

The city councils in Pomona, 
Claremont and La Verne recently 
supported a bill (AB 2694) in the 
state Assembly to allow their cities 
to withdraw from the RTD service 
area. The bill will go before the 
Assembly Transportation 
Committee Wednesday. San Dimas 
City Council, However, refused to

support the bill. 2 

Under the new system, according 
to Mrs. Adelina Gregory, RTD 
Board of Directors representative 
for the San Gabriel Valley, a bus 
will be available within a quarter 
mile of the homes of 90 per cent of 
valley residents. ‘In an area of 348 
square miles, this represents a 
tremendous planning effort,” she 
added. i 

Mrs. Gregory pointed out that the 
area lying north of the Pomona 
Freeway and east from Pasadena to 
the San Bernardino County line was 
the fifth major portion of Los 
Angeles County to have its bus 
transportation dramatically 
upgraded in the past year. 

“The district has previously 
improved service in South Central 
Los Angeles, the San Fernando 
Valley, East Los Angeles, and 
Southeast Los Angeles County,” she 
said. ‘‘But even the largest of those 
areas, the San Fernando Valley, is 
much smaller in area than the San 
Gabriel Valley.” 

More buses 

A total of 358 buses, 50 more than 
before, are traveling the streets and 
freeways of the Valley as a result of 
the new program. More than 50 
different routes are involved. 

The economy and convenience of 
the new system were pointed out by 
Pete Schabarum, First District 
supervisor and RTD director. 

“The basic fare of 25 cents will 
take you from one end of the San 
Gabriel Valley to the other — 
Pomona to Pasadena,” Schabarum 
said. ‘‘In April, one transfer at 10 
cents if necessary will allow you to 
travel throughout the valley for a 
total of just 35 cents.” 

As to convenience, the RTD 
director said, ‘“‘The new program 
means buses are available

weekdays every 20 minutes on all 
routes west of the El Monte Busway 
Terminal and in the Pomona area — 
and even more frequently at peak 
hours on many routes. In areas east 
of El Monte and west of Pomona, 
where population density is low, 
buses will be available at least 
every 30 minutes during the day.” 
Numbering system 

A new numbering system for all 
routes. is another element in the 
improvement program. 

‘‘Basically, the routes are 
numbered in the 400 series,” said 
Baxter Ward, Fifth District 
Supervisor and RTD director 
representing Pasadena and other 
cities at the west end of the San 
Gabriel Valley. ‘‘East-west routes 
will be even-numbered while north- 
south routes will be odd-numbered.’ 

Jack R. Gilstrap, RTD general 
manager, pointed out that the plan 
calls for increased usage of the El 
Monte Busway. 

‘Eleven peak-hour lines will 
operate between Los Angeles and El 
Monte on the busway,” Gilstrap 
said. ‘‘We’re also going to be 
making extended use of the Del Mar 
onramps to the system and two new 
lines will get on the busway by way 
of the Long Beach Freeway. Both 
ramps will operate seven days a 
week.” 

Gilstrap said the district now has 
new timetables and route maps 
available to the public. 

“The new system will make 
public transportation in the San 
Gabriel Valley for the first time a 
real alternative to the private car,” 
Gilstrap concluded. ‘‘At just 25 cent 
for most trips, we are way ahead of 
the auto on price. And with the new 
levels of frequency, we are getting 
competitive in the area of 
convenience.”’

A crepe — just in case you've 
never given the matter much 
thought before — is a paper-thin 
smallish pancake made of an eggy 
batter about as thick as unwhipped 
heavy cream.
